“T o W ill and to D o” 
T e x t: 
Ph i. 2:14— “ T o will and to 
d o ” 
T h e immediate context is, “ W ork 
out your own salvation with fear and 
trem bling, for it is God who worketh 
in you, both to will and to do of His 
good pleasure.” 
T h e man who thus 
speaks to us had a full right thus to 
speak. 
B y experience he knew what 
it is “ to will.” 
Unusual achievem ents 
witnessed that he also knew how "to 
do.” 
H is biography abounds with il­ 
lustrations of how much can be ac­ 
complished, even where all conditions 
are contrary, and all influences seem 
inimical to success. 
T a k e a single in­ 
stance— his quest an conquest at E ph­ 
esus, the city across the Aegean sea 
from Philippi. 
Ile had found it a cen­ 
te r -of vast population, m anufacturers 
and wealth. 
Pride of h story 
was 
prominent. 
Homer, the first man of 
ancient letters, it was said had been 
born there. 
Jupiter, highest of the 
gods, had shown favor by 
handing 
down out of the sky a statue of Diana, 
the goddess. A t least they so believed 
and had a statue as proof. 
Alexander 
the Great had offered to furnish the 
funds with which to build a fitting 
temple for the sacred statue, provided 
his own name rn gilt be inscribed over 
the entrance, but the religious fathers 
refused. 
And for tw o hundred and 
twenty-five long years the people went 
on 
m aking offerings, seven 
genera­ 
tion w aiting and w atching the temple 
rise in splendor of architectural pro­ 
portions and relations, till at last it 
was done, its finishings and furnish- 


it represented? 


A drop of dew saying to the river, 


“ you shall dry up at your source and 


I will fill your banks and flow through 
all your chattels. 
A taper proclaim ­ 
ing to the sun, “ you shall darken and 
pass, my light shall fill the earth and 
the heavens.” Ephesus was stirred to 
its depths, the mob for tw o hours 
shouted: “ Great is Diana of the E phe­ 
sians.” 
He did not mind it. 
Persecu­ 
tion follow ed— it did not deter him. 
He fought the beasts at Ephesus and 
prayed for more strength to will and 
more wisdom to do. 
Soon they co m ­ 
plained that he persuaded much peo­ 
ple. 
T w o years lie remained as the 
pastor of a Christian church, there 
under the shadow’ of the temple and 
it grew strong and useful under his 
ministry. 
Then 
he 
form ed 
other 
churches, wrote them letters of adm o­ 
nition, of counsel and of cheer, kept 
the faith and finished his course. 
T w o thousand 
years 
pass. 
The 
smoke from Dem etr as' furnaces can­ 
not be seen now, the voices of the 
shouting m obs are still: the temple 
and 
the 
influences 
it 
exerted have 
passed aw ay from the 
earth. 
But 
down the ages St. Paul has been in­ 
fluencing an even increasing number 
o f lives. 
H e speaks from our Bible 
on every pulpit, in every Christian 
home. 
Millions o f youths listen to 
him in Sunday schools. 
No library 
is com plete without his 
biography. 


St. Paul’s chapels and churches ami 
cathedrals adorn the earth, testim o­ 
nies to what he, and others like him, 
have accomplished in blessing m an­ 
kind in the face of dire difficulties. 
In doing the work for which out 
lives have been given, many factors 
com e into account; time and place, in 
tegrity and judgm ent, adaption, and 
so on. 
A m on g them all, is any one ot 
more importance than this which has 
been shown in the above narrative? 
It is a quality which reaches from the 
bottom to the top of society: and

And to w ork this out and to w or 
it up, is our immediate and momcn 
toils concern. 
Nothing else can be o 
more importance to us in this w ork 
or out of it. for it means in the best 
sense our salvation. 
Not that one is isolated in this mat* 
ter o f soul mastery. 
T h e statement 
of the text means your life rightly 
related to G od’s bit. 
It is God who 
worketh in you to will and to do. 
T hus you should see and feel that 


are vitally associated with the sources 
are resources of your assistance in 
the world eternal. 
“ O u r wills are ours we know' not 
h o w ; 
“ O u r wills are ours to make them 
thine;” 
W ith this consciousness, 
attitude 
and assertion first, other high things 
will come to you in increasing m ea­ 
sure, if you but will, more and more 
of the Christ mind shall be yours, 
m ore and more of correct judgm ent of 
wise adaption, and all fruits of the 
spirit. 


And so it is that this soul quality of 
decision helped of God, which leads 
to m astery o f self, fits one for mastery 
of not self, in 
furthering any great 
work. 
More, far more than self com ­ 
pleteness com es 
from obeying 
this 
text. 
By it we arc also to work out 
in career what God worketh in as 
endowm ent 
and 
a 
persistent 
force. 
W hat then shall hinder you in your 
Christian 
endeavor 
when 
your 
"strength is as the strength of ten be­ 
cause your heart is pure” and als** 
when one becomes equal to a thou­ 
sand, because he is charged as from a 
battery w th power divine his will be­ 
ing the will of the Father w ho hath 
sent him forth? 
W ith this in mind, is 
it too much to say, “ Y ou Can D o 
W hat Y o u W ill t o 'D o ? ” 
D ow n in the animal world, where 
evolution has had its play, the scien­ 
tists tell us that in the order of devel­ 
opment, the function preceded the o r­ 
gan; that the creature took nour sh­ 
olom before there was a mouth, as is 
now illustrated by the jelly fish; that 
there was circulation before there was 
a heart; m otion before there were feet 
or fins or wings. 
T h ese organs were 
developed in response to the function 
which called persistently for 
them, 
created need for them, moved toward 
them. 
T h e function was more than a 
prophecy; it was a promise that the 
organ should appear in good tim e— 
the heart, the feet, the wings. 
Up in the soul of man is this func­ 
tion, this power to decide which we 
call w ill— a soul m ovem ent toward a 
desired end. a point of contact with 
God, a motion which projects or di­ 
rects forces that work to make that a 
truth which it is desired shall be true, 
w hether self mastery, winning anoth­ 
er to our confidence and love and 
faith to purity and power, or estab 
fishing 
beneficient 
organizations 
am ong men. 
Professor W illiam James goes so 
far as to say we can “ will to believe, 
ie will determining faith as well as 


aithfulness. 
Beware of those theorizers w ho tell 
ou that what you arc and what you 
shall be and what you can do, are de­ 
termined by such bugaboos as heredi­ 
ty and environment; that these are 
m asters over us; that to them :t is 
given to say w hether anybody shall 
rise till he is som ebody, sink till he 
is nobody, or just live on about like 
everybody? 
T h e y are “ the goblins 
that git ye, ef ye don’t watch out.” 
lo w the story of the Jukes family 
las been emphasized over and over 
and applied so as to make one believe 
ic can be no better than his ances 


tors. 
H ow the strength of the communi 
ty, the combine, the union, the trend 
of things about us has been dwelt 
upon till it has tempted us to say, 
‘the individual is powerless both here 
and in all worlds. 
T h e mass is all, 
the unit is nothing.” 
Have you ncvpr 
icon hindered and felt helpless be­ 
cause of these arguments? 
Believe 


them not. 
A fter the last word for heredity and 
environment has been said, whatever 
hardships they impose, w hatever limi­ 
tations they m ay bring, they are but 
the fulcrum on which 
God intends 
that you shall place the lever of your 
will, your will being G od’s will, and 
so 
lift your character, your career 
and your comrades into diviner re­ 
lation. 
There is no thing we m ay not o ver­ 
come. 
Say not th y evil instinct is inherited, 


O t that some trait inborn makes thy 
whole life forlorn. 
And calls down punishments that are 
not merited. 
Back of thy parents and grandpar 


ents lies 
T h e Great Eternal W ill; that too is 
thine 
Inheritance, strong, beautiful, divine 
Sure lever of success for him w*ho 
tries.” 
“ If any man willeth to do G od’s 
will he shall know .” 
“ If ye abide in 
me and m y words abide in you, ye 
shall ask what ye will and it shall be 
done.”

It is the w ay to our institutiona 
success. 
W h a t is it that it most need 


cd through the ‘year ahead of us to 
make it the best in the history of St. 
P aul’s Universalist church? Funds?— 
the pocketbook of the rich open to 
our call? 
Carnegie endowing us with 
the millions? 
Fashion?— in 
all oui 
church aisle the rustle of garm ents of 
the four hundred? Favors?— from the 
speech and attitude of that 
public 
which may not have been mindful of 
us? 
W ell, if they come, do not turn 
them away. 
All assistance can 
be 
utilized. 
But mpre important than all 
can come from without is what we 
ourselves manifest from within; how 
we, you and you, and all, us this pri­ 
vilege “ to will .and to do” in co-opera­ 
tion with each other along fines that 
time has approved. 
T h ere are enough 
of us here to make the com ing year 
the greatest thus far in the history of 
our church— if we will. 
D c we forget the open way to per­ 
sonal pow er? 
In the southland I n u t 
those 
who 
said 
the 
Universalist 
church has no place and no room 
there, the thought and feeling is so 
different, so hostile. 
In the north 
land I find them saying, there is no 
work or room for us, because the 
general 
thought 
and 
sentiment 
of 
other churches is so much like ours. 
W ell remember that there was a 
time when there was no room for the 
Christ— no room for Him in the Inn 
at Bethlehem. 
No room for H im in 
the synagogue at Nazareth after He 
spoke the truth there; no room for 
Him in the consideration of the mob 
it Jerusalem, who called: “ A w a y with 
him.” 
But because his will was God’s 
will and G od’s will was his will room 
1 or the Christ has been found. 
And 
the Universalist today, north, south, 
east, west, w ho goes forth with the 
Christ, will find a place to serve and 
1 people to save. 
W h o has a better 
faith or a more helpful word than we? 
W e too cai| win souls for Chr st and 
his church if we w ill. 
But in rising to 
the height of performing a great duty 
one must first engage in m any minor 
duties. 
Snperf^fi 
attainments 
are 
gained a step at a time. 
T o become a 
master musician 
requires 
constant 
practice and preparation. 
So to 
a c­ 
quire m astery with men there is need­ 
ed re^ ilar and continued exercise of 
our divine gift of decision, determ in­ 
ation and perseverance, the graces of 
courage and kindness. 
N ow what is 
better for tb s than fidelity to this 
church w hose faith we cherish. 
III. 
It is a good way to disclose an in­ 
sistent gratitude. 
I mean that by such 
a co-operative spirit of helpfulness as 
m ay be thus disclosed in extending 
the ministeries of our word and work, 
we show grateful appreciation of what 
has been done for us by the church 
whose children we are. 
Th is I deem 
of no slight importance and wish to 
lay it on all your hearts. 
O n e ’s country is often spoken of 
as the fatherland. 
T h e sym bols by 
which 
nations arc 
represented 
arc 
usually masculine. 
T h e y stand 
for 
the might of armies and of navies; for 
material relies of gold and silver, o> 
forest and farm, for political liberty 
and security. 
But to the Christian church with 
its riches of faith, its sacristies of w or­ 
ship, 
its 
unmeasured 
ministeries 
of 
love, has been given long since the 
tender title of mother. 
Is it not fit­ 
ting? 
Think of the analogies: our 
mothers ministered to us before we 
were able to appreciate their 
care, 
ever trying to arouse the best within 
us by appeal through the senses to 
the mind and the heart. 
Their love 
sought for us when we went astray, 
and welcomed us when we returned. 
O ur follies they forgave, our wounded 
spirits they soothed. 
T h e y taught us 
to pray, to trust, to be pure, to bt 
courageous and to be helpful. 
P au l’s 
apostrophy to love applies 
to 
the 
mother. 
Surely for lier children it 
can be said she “ hopeth all things; 


cndureth all 
things, 
believeth 
all 
things, suffercth long and is kind.’’ 
And every one of those character­ 
istics pertains to the Universalist de­ 
nomination. 
She too, by various tie 
vices appeals to the mind and heart 
of the little child for whom she has 
prepared a training school. 
She too. 
sought for us when we went astray, 
welcom ed our return, forgave our fol­ 
lies, soothed our wounds, taught us 
to be pure, courageous and helpful. 
F or us has she not hoped all things 
good, and believed all things honora­ 
ble, and too often has she not been 
called on to “ endure all things” 
for 
some of us, and even while she suf­ 
fered long she was kind. 
A ll the way 
from the cradle to the coffin 
this 
gentle m other has had a helping hand 
and a w’ord to soothe, to cheer and to 


instruct. 
How*, then, shall any one of us w ho 


arc children in this fellowship of faith,

And what could be justly said of one 
of us who, being blessed with all the 
com forts of this faith to which we 
still cling, should be found, turning 
aw ay from this fellowship, slighting 
it in our word and bringing reproach 
upon it by our actions? 
Blessed by 
the treasures of this house, which we 
carry away with us, and yet in such 
disloyalty thereto, that the w ayfaring 
man though a fool, cannot fail to ob ­ 
serve it. 
Such action and attitude in 
secular affairs would be the act of 
a traitor, and what is so bad in the 
state cannot be a virtue in relation 
to the church. 
It was this that Jesus 
had in mind when he said: “ Render 
unto Caesar the things 
which 
are 
C aesar’s and to G od the things that 
are G od ’s.” 
A s you arc faithful unto 
the 
governm ent 
by 
compulsion, be 
faithful to your church of your own 
volition. 
But if anyone blessed by 
our faith and our church shall be to 
his obvious duties blind, how sh ill I 
wish that your rebuke may come, to 
the end that you be made to see and 
hear and heed the voice? 
Shall it be 
this malediction, turning by’ and by 
into a benediction? 
That when you 
look at G od’s green fields, the grasses 
and flowers will range themselves be­ 
fore your eyes and spell out the word 
“ ingrate?” 
And when you listen to 
the summer winds in the tree branch 
es above your heads, they shall whis­ 
per, “ fraud, fraud?” 
And the clouds 
across the sky shall twist themselves 
in shape and spell out the awful word 
which is the title of one who takes 
from another, giving no value in ex ­ 
change and yet does not realize hi- 
offence? “ K-l-e-p-t-o-m-a-n-i-a-c?” So

Straw Matting. 
Opinions differ concerning straw mat­ 
tings on floors. 
Some housekeepers 
contend that it gives a house a cool, 
clean look, and so it may in summer 
and when it is new, but the musty 
odor that clings to it always is ex­ 
tremely disagreeable to some people. 
Added to this, the dirt, which does not 
show on straw matting and gives it 
a superficially clean look, all sifts 
through. The experienced housekeeper 
knows that it Is there, for she is wise 
in detecting the smell of dust. In fact, 
after a straw matting has been laid 
some time it is not hygienic as a floor 
covering. One housekeeper who moved 
Into a house when the retiring family 
had generously left two apparently 
new mattings had them taken up be­ 
cause she preferred the good hardwood 
floors underneath to be uncovered. At 
least half a pailful of dirt was taken 
from each room, which to the casual 
eye had appeared in neat condition.
